Pom. for alleged malpractice 
Dr. Port/, had administeied the an- 
aesthetic at the time Dr. Stephan re- 
duced the fracture. 
When the case 


came to trial a defect was found in 
the plaintiff petition and a ictrial or- 
dered. 
At the second trial Dr. Port/ 


was iclieved of responsibility in the 
case, making Dr. Stephan the sole 
defendant. 
The juiy returned a ver- 


dict in favor of the physician. 


The physician was never remuner- 


ated for his services at the tune 
Mis Lower was ill following the in- 
jury.
